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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding independent claims 1,17 and 22, the 
applicant argues that the "target flag 19" of Morikawa et al. is not the same thing as the "running flag signal RUN_F". The applicant 
supports his/her argument by refering to paragraphs 35-38 of the specification. However, claim 1 does not expressly recites such 
functions disclosed in the applicant's specification. 

Further, the applicant argues that Morikawa et al. fail to teach "a second cache memory for providing at least one second insturction to the 
DSP core when the running flag signal is disabled". However, Morikawa et al. expressly teach "a cache-miss cache memory" when "the 
target flag is set to 1" in paragraph 38, wherein the "cache-miss cache 7" (Figure 1) provides an insturction to the "Processor 1" (Figure 1). 
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
